The agency said the' slump 
in production in November 
was widespread, affecting 
not only automobile assem­ 
blies but also other durable 
and nondurable consumer 
goods.

Terms for Peace 
Middle East

The Egyptian foreign minister set out tough 
new terms Friday for a Middle East peace 
settlement, demanding Israel “freeze" its 
population and immigration for the next half 
century. 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy also said 
Israel must eventually compensate the Arab 
countries for past “Israeli aggressions" and 
the Palestinians for “material and moral 
damages” over the last 20 years. 
“In any peace settlement Israel must 
freeze its present population and pledge not to 
increase the number of its immigrants for the 
next 50 years,” Fahmy said in a statement 
distributed by the official Middle East News 
Agency in Cairo. 
An Egyptian Foreign Ministry official later 
said Fahmy was actually calling for “a limit 
in the rate of immigration" and that he was 
not implying that a freeze be placed on the 
natural birth rate within Israel. 
The Israeli government had no immediate 
official comment on the Egyptian demands. 
But knowlegeable sources in Jerusalem said 
they found them hard to believe and hoped 
Fahmy had been misquoted. 
“Never in 4.000 years of recorded history 
has such a demand been made—that a nation 
cease to allow its own people to join it on its

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate passed 
Friday night a far-reaching international 
trade bill with a historic provision designed to 
ensure emigration of minorities from Com­ 
munist countries. 
The vote sent the bill to conference with 
the House, which passed a similar measure a 
year ago. 
Earlier in the day, on an 83-0 vote, senators 
added to the bill a compromise amendment 
prohibiting U.S. trade concessions or credits 
for any Communist nation that does not lower 
emigration barriers. 
For the past year, most attention has been 
focused on the emigration provision, but the 
bill 
itself 
grants the 
President 
broad 
authority to seek agreements with other 
nations leading to a freer system of world 
trade. 
The measure aims to ensure that U.S. far­ 
mers and manufacturers are given a fair 
break in access to world markets. 
The trSde bill was assigned top-priority 
status bv former President Richard M. Nixon 
and by President Ford. 
The nation's trading partners have been 
delaying international trade negotiations for 
a year because the United States had no 
authority to make agreements. 
The emigration compromise, as finally 
approved, allows waiver of the prohibition for

Saturday Sermon 
Inheritance 


By DR. EDGAR T. CH RISEM ER, 
Pastor Transfiguration Lutheran Church 


A crowd of people gathered around the 
auctioneer in the slum section of a mid- 
western city It was a most unusual auction! 
Seventy-one pairs of trousers, all slightly 
used, were being auctioned off to the city's 
poor! It represented the total estate of the 
late Theodore Jensen, wealthy merchant, 
who had stipulated this sale in his will — one 
pair to a customer, and he must be poor! 
One man bid 35 cents for the last pair of 
trousers — and got it! ”1 always wanted to 
wear a rich m an's pants!" he said, and went 
home to try them on As he struggled into 
the garment he made a startling discovery, 
as did all the other purchasers Pinned 
inside the trouser pocket was $2.200' It was 
Jensen's unique way of giving his entire for­ 
tune to the poor! 
A m an's will is often a brief summary of 
his own biography! The stubs of an old 
checkbook reveal much about the way he 
lived. But the contents of his will often tell 
how he would have liked to live! They show 
what he really cared for! 
Sometimes a man's will reveals only bit­ 
terness. Rabelais, the French writer, wrote 
in his will: *i owe much. I possess nothing. 
The rest I leave to the poor!" 
A lawyer read this brief Last Will and 
Testament of his client to a circle of expec­ 
tant relatives: “And so. being of sound 
mind. I spent every last red cent I had 
before I died!" 
Where there's a will, there' are relatives! 
But a m an's will is a fragile thing and is 
easily broken! 
Two women were dining in a restaurant 
and one noticed the other, a widow of only a 
few months, wearing a beautiful two carat 
diamond ring 
■•Where did you ever get that beautiful 
ring? asked the friend 


'This'1 
said the widow. * Why. it s a 
testamentary stone!" 
"A testam entary stone! What is that?" 
asked the other woman. 
"Well. It's like this." replied the widow. 
"When my husband died he named me his 
executor and his will provided, that his 
executor should take $3.000 out of his estate 
and buy a stone to his memory This is it!" 
We usually think of a 'man's will as his 
"estate." But a m an's true will is not recor­ 
ded on a document in a law office; it is writ­ 
ten in the pages of his life, as he has helped 
or hindered other men! So every generation 
inherits from its ancestors the heritage of 
their contribution to human progress' 
The question is, How will the heirs o k the 
legacy of their forefathers1 When a New 
England woman boasted of her noble 
ancestors, a friend exclaimed. "What a 
terrible responsibility!** Aman may well be 
proud of his ancestors, hut he also has a 
duty to make the branches of the family tree 
as strong as the roots!

Hutton, 
Hollywood's onetime “Blon­ 
de B om bshell," has been 
hospitalized with “a com­ 
plete e m o t i o n a I break­ 
down 
10 months after she 
became a cook in a church 
rectory in an attem pt to to 
rebuild her troubled life, it 
was disclosed Friday. 
The bubbly singer, who 
clowned her way to fame on 
stage and screen in the 1940s 
and '50s and then popped up 
in 
a 
m enial 
job at St. 
Anthony's R ectory in Port­ 
smouth last February, was 
com m itted 
to 
Butler 
Hospital by her psychiatrist, 
according to Rev. James 
Hamilton, a priest at the 
church. 
“ She's been in since the 
beginning of the week. I 
guess they characterize it as 
com plete em otional break­ 
down.'' he said. Officials at 
the psychiatric hospital said 
there w as no Betty Hutton 
listed as a patient and in any 
case 
they 
never 
reveal 
patient information. 
Miss Hutton, 53. came to 
the rural church at a time 
when she admittedly “didn't 
want to live" and began 
singing, 
clowning 
and 
cooking in the kitchen She 


B E T T Y H U T T O N 


was soon baptized a Catholic 
and had told UPI she was the 
happiest she ever had been 
and felt “reborn." 
Her celluloid success in 
“ Annie Get Your Gun" in 
1950 and other films had 
been 
countered 
by 
four 
marriages,

romances and the constant 
.search for happiness. 
Hamilton said he did not 
think 
the 
worldwide

...Or, Buy a Pre-Cut Tree 
Prices Are Higher This Year 
But There Are Still Bargains 


For those who find the 
prospect of tramping into 
the woods to cut a Christmas 
tree unappealing, there are 
many nurseries and 
organizations in the Pott­ 
stown area offering alter­ 
natives. 
Like the cut-your-own or 
dig-your-own varieties, most 
pre-cut and live trees are 
more expensive this year — 
a result of inflated costs of 
caring for the trees and tran­ 
sporting them 
‘ Last year we had a $5 
minimum on our trees/ said 
Frank Rosen berry, owner of 
Rosen berry’s Pioneer Shop­ 
ping Center. Oak and Far­ 
mington avenues. 'This 
year the minimum is $6,. ’* - 
The cost of shearing the 
trees throughout the year to 
insure a perfect Christmas 
tree shape adds to the cost, 
Rosen berry said, as well as 
cutting and trucking them. 
Rosenberry began selling 
the fir trees Saturday and 
said sales are good for this 
early in the season. 
He expects to get laurel for 
d ecoratin g soon, and 
anticipates the price of the 
.greenery may also be a bit 
higher than last Christmas. 
Boyertown Optimists save 
the public money by cutting 
their own trees and tran­ 
sporting them to the parking 
lot of Grant's Department 
Store, Town Park Shopping 
C enter, according to 
Richard Deip, head of the 
club's tree project. 
“Our prices are about 
what they were in previous 
years,” he said. “They're 
not up more than 25 cents a 
tree.” 
The Optimists are selling 
500 trees at prices ranging 
fromi $3 for small “Charlie 
Browns” to $10 and $11 
Douglas firs, scotch pines, 
blue spruces and concolors 
— trees with needles that 
give off a fragrance like 
orange peels when broken — 
are available from the club 
Members of the North End 
Fire Co. picked up 500 
Douglas firs Saturday and 
sales at $8 and $10 are going 
well at the fire company, 
according to Robert Freese, 
fire chief. 
Somehow^ the North End 
firemen managed to keep

prices of their large trees the 
same as last year and lower 
the price of the smaller trees 
by $2. 
An increasing number of 
people are buying live 
Christmas trees for later 
outdoor planting, according 
to Hugh Kelly, owner of 
Kelly's Nursery. Bovertown 
RDÍ. 
Prices of the cut trees—$1 
a foot — are the same Kelly 
charged last year, but the 
live trees have become more 


expensive, he noted. 
Kelly will cut a Scotch pine 
for his customers or dig one 
up to five feet in height. He 
will also cut and bag 
Colorado blue and Norway 
spruces. 


Many people already have 
chosen their trees and 
tagged them for later cutting 
or digging, Kelly said. 
Fresh-cut trees cause no 
prob 1 e m s wr i t h drapping 
needles, he explained. 


It's Easy to Tell 
Christmas Tree Types 
For those w ho find it difficult to tell pines, firs and 
spruces apart. Edward P. Farrand. extension forest 
resources specialist at Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. has some tips. 
If the needles are long and in clusters of two. three 
or five, the tree is a pine. These include the Scotch, 
red. white, and Austrian pines, which are all on the 
market during the holidays. Some Scotch pine 
needles are only 1 inch long but most are 2 inches or 
more. 
If the needles are attached to the twig singly, the 
tree is a spruce or fir Needles on most firs and 
spruce are a halt to one inch long, much shorter than 
pines, Farrand explained.. 
When you decide the tree is a spruce or fir. look 
closely at one needle. Fir needles are flat as com­ 
pared with spruce or pine, which are square or oval 
Also fir needles are blunt and soft while spruces 
have sharp pointed needles. 
Norway, white and blue spruce are usually on the 
market- as well as balsam and Douglas fir. All of 
these species and the pines are grown in Penn­ 
sylvania. The only one imported in any quantity is 
Balsam fir from New England and Canada. 
Pines and firs hold needles longer than most 
spruces, Farrand noted. 
Water Christmas trees to keep them fresh and 
fragrant, he advised A six to seven-foot tree takes a 
quart a day. Make a fresh cut at the butt, removing 
about an inch before setting the tree in water. A well 
watered, freshly cut tree will be safe in the house for 
two weeks

For Real Christmas Atmosphere, Cut Your Own Tree 


Hard times have even hit that most honored of 
Christmas traditions—the Christmas tree. 
The cost of caring for the trees, buying equipment 
and hiring seasonal employes has inflated along with 
almost everything else... 
But many area residents have found an old-fashioned 
way to avoid buying an expensive tree 
They're packing the kids and dogs in the station 
wagon, and heading for area. 'Christmas tree farms, 
where they can roam acres of trees, cut down the one 
they like and then enjoy some hot chocolate and 
cookies on the house 
Cutting, a Christmas tree is becoming a traditional 
family outing for many residents who head for 
Malickson s or WetheriH's Christmas tree farms. 
Ephraim Malickson, whose farm is on Black Rock 
Road a half mile from Route 29 south of College ville, 


has been opening his land to amateur lumberjacks 14 
years 
Malickson really has the Christmas spirit, and he has 
fun with his business. He gives free trees to schools, 
churches, non-profit organizations and. needy families. 
And although prices of maintaining a tree farm have 
soared, he manages to sell his cut-your-own Scotch 
pines for $4. 
Malickson. also furnished coffee, hot. chocolate and 
pretzels to his customers at least until their appetites 
exceed his store of refreshments 
Proctor Wetherill, who has a quarter of a million 
'Christmas trees of all sizes on his 200-acre farm. in. 
West Vincent Township, also furnished hot chocolate 
and cookies. 
“We have more fun this way and so do our 


customers," Wetherill said. 
Like Malickson, Wetherill is getting a lot of repeat 
customers. 
Wetherill owns a. small lot on, Beaver Hill Road and a 
large one on Bartlett 'Lane at. Ludwig’s Corner. 
Most of his trees are Douglas firs, and he and 
Malickson conveniently trade customers who prefer 
the type of trees the other man sells. 
People who like to cut their own trees also like as 
much Christmas atmosphere as possible. A snowy 
weekend last year attracted the most customers 
Wetherill had that year 
“They think the snow’s dandy." he laughed. 
As Christmas approached. Malickson said, the 
weekends at his tree farm become increasingly busy. 
He described families spreading out in five different 


directions, hanging hats .and coats on. trees to mark, 
ones they especially like. 
“They even come in high heels and stockings," 
Wetherill said. “It’s really something..." 
Malickson. allows his customers to dig up the live 
trees for planting later in their own yards, as long as 
they fill in the holes. 
After people at Wetherill*s farm, find their tree they 
have it measured, to determine the price. Then a baler 
is used to tie the tree up for better transporting atop the 
family car. 
'•'You've got to see1 what goes on in a weekend just, 
before Christmas." Malickson laughed. “It's really 
wild. People get lost, temporarily, and some cars get 
stuck in the mud We have to pull them out with our 
tractor."

Recognizing that the hand 
now depended on the heart 
situation, South finessed the 
queen, losing to the king, and 
later lost, a spade to go down, 
one. 
No one will ever know 
whether South would have 
made the dam had he played 
differently. But there is no 
doubt that he misplayed the 
hand. 
His sin consisted of playing 
the queen from dummy on the 
opening lead. He should have 
played the eight! 
To appreciate the advantage 
of this play, let’s imagine you’re 
East and the eight is played 
from dummy. Which card 
would you play? Remember you 
see only dummy's cards and 
your own. Is it. so easy to play 
the nine instead of the king? 
After all, you, might 'Credit 
South with the jack and gó up 
with, the king. If you do, South 
has twelve ironclad tricks. 
Declarer loses nothing by 
playing the eight. If West has 
the king, the finesse can be 
taken just as advantageously 
later on. Playing the eight gives 
East a chance to slip, and is 
therefore the right play. 
There’s many a slip ‘twixt the 
cup and the lip!

It was not clear exactly 
what the money would be 
used for. but some of it is 
designed to pay back player 
salaries and other debts 
which the league owes, and 
the move also is intended to 
drive out any owner who 
does not have that much 
money. 
Tom Origer. owner of the 
Chicago' Fire, attended the 
meeting and said. “ I think it 
(WFL) has a less than 50-50 
chance of surviving for a 


second year,." Origer did. not 
give specific reasons for his 
belief, but he has previously 
said he thought the league s 
lack of 'credibility would 
prevent it from attracting 
the investors it needs.

(Continued from Pag* O n*) 
the next 18 months while the 
countries show their good 
allowing free emigration. 
In return, U.S. trade concessions would be 
provided during that period, but could be 
revoked by Congress later if emigration 
barriers were reimposed. 
The emigration arrangement is aimed 
specifically at aiding Russian Jews but 
applies equally to any minority or ethnic 
group in any Communist nation. 
The agreem ent was hailed as a milestone in 
international relations because it was worked 
out during negotiations involving key mem­ 
ber of Congress. President Ford, Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and the highest 
Soviet officials. 
'This is truly a historic achievement for 
decency, human rights and the security of 
minorities," 
said Sen. Jacob K. Javits, 
R-N.Y., one of three senators involved in the 
negotiations. 
Javits. Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
and Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash.. praised 
the efforts of Ford and Kissinger in reaching 
the agreem ent, which helped revive the trade 
bill. 
The emigration agreement represents a 
rare use of 1>.S. economic might to ensure 
human rights in a foreign country. 
Jackson said that early next year he will 
seek explicit authority for his investigations 
subcommittee to monitor Russia's complian­ 
ce with the agreement. 
In case of noncompliance, he said. Congress 
can exercise its veto power over trade con­ 
cessions or credits to the Soviet Union. 
Jackson said Ford has given a personal 
pledge to act if there are clear violations. 
These assurances were given after Sen. 
Jam es 
L. 
Buckley, 
C-R-N.Y., 
said 
harassm ent of Soviet citizens seeking to 
em igrate has been intensified since last 
October's 
exchange of 
letters 
between 
Jackson 
and 
Kissinger spelling out the 
agreement. 
Buckley said people he had talked with on a 
recent visit to Russia expressed concern that 
these tactics were intended to dry up 
applications for emigration visas while the 
Soviet Union enjoys the benefits of increased 
trade with this country. 
By a 71-19 vote. 11 more than required, the 
Senate earlier Friday ruled out consideration 
of nontrade amendment that threatened to 
block passage of the far-reaching trade bill.

(Continuad from Paige O n*) 
production by between 48 million and 141 
million tons per year. 
He told a White House news briefing 
President Ford would propose his own strip 
mining bill early next year. 
With Congress set to adjourn Dec. 20. it is 
doubtful that a veto could-be overturned. 
Once the bill reaches his desk, Ford would 
have 10 days to act on it. If he takes no action 
and Congress adjourns, the bill would be 
killed by a so-called “pocket veto." 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., the floor 
manager 
for the bill, denied that the 
legislation would either reduce coal supplies 
or increase coal and electricity prices. He 
accused Ford of “selling out" to energy 
interests in deciding to veto the bill. 
Rep. Teno Roncalio, D-Wyo.. proposed that 
Congress not adjourn on Dec. 20 but stand in 
informal recess, possibly returning for a day 
or two after Christmas to override the veto. 
However, it seemed doubtful that even if 
Congress did remain in session that backers 
of the bill could muster the two-thirds needed 
for an override. In the past supporters failed 
to win two-thirds votes needed for parliamen­ 
tary maneuvers. 
The bill would impose stiff environmental 
standards on strip mining, require mine 
operators to reclaim land after mining and 
ban the practice wherever the land could not 
be reclaimed, 
Even before the official announcement by 
Zarb that the bill would be vetoed, House 
members were notified of Ford's intentions 
by Reps. Delbert L. Latta. R-Ohio. and Sam 
Steiger. R-Ariz., two opponents of the bill. 
Steiger said enactment of the measure 
would drive up the already inflated price of 
coal and prevent the nation from reaching 
energy self-sufficiency by 1980. the goal of the 
administration's “Project Independence.'

Another Israeli official noted that among 
the first laws enacted by Israel was the “Law 
of Return" granting every Jew automatic 
citizenship in Israel once he immigrated here. 
The aim of immigration is specifically spelled 
out in Israel's declaration of independence. 
The latest figures show Israel's population 
at three million. Its Row of immigration has 
dropped about 40 per cent compared to last 
year, mainly because of economic woes and 
fears of Palestinian terrorism. 
Fahmy. in his statement, said compen­ 
sation is necessary for the Palestinians once 
“the 
political 
Palestinian 
entity 
is 
established" because of the “material and 
moral damages they have suffered over the 
past 20 years." 
“It (Israeli will also have to compensate 
Arab countries for the damages incurred 
during Israeli aggression, including the 1967 
war. as well as its exploitation of raw 
materials, including oil from Sinai" Fahmy 
added. 
“If Israel really wants peace, it should 
welcome the idea of a state as expressed by 
PLO leader Yasir Arafat, in which Jews, 
Christians and Moslems can live under the 
same sky. Or accept the 1947 partition plan of 
Palestine," he said. 
Israel 
has 
already 
rejected 
Arafat's 
proposal for a Palestinian state and says it 
will not deal with his Palestine Liberation 
Organization, which it regards as a terrorist 
gang. 
Fahmy's statement was a reply to commen­ 
ts by Israeli Premier Yitzhak Rabin in a 
television interview shown Thursday in Lon­ 
don. In the interview , Rabin said Israel wants 
to avoid a new Middle East war but is capable 
of raining 10 times more destruction on 
enemy cities than the Arabs could inflict on 
Israeli civilian targets. 
“Mr. Rabin's statement clearly shows he 
still fails to understand the situation in the 
Middle East „ . . Egypt has always insisted

“At Christmas time however, this figure is 
doubled and on some days tripled, with 
volume at times reaching 300.000 pieces daily.

To Numismatic Books

Every collector eventually 
finds his (or hen knowledge 
too limited. That's when we 
head for the library and book 
store. 
Richard S. Yeoman's “A 
Catalog of Modem World 
C oins" 
(R acin e. Wis.: 
Western Publishing Co., 
Inc., 1974, 512 pp., $7} is 
meant as “an outline of 
framework for organizing a 
collection of world coins ” 
“ The Brown Book.” or 
“MWC,” as it's often called, 
pictures many common 
issues, of various countries, 
along with some scarcer 
coins. 
MWC 
will help most 
collectors who want to learn 
something about their coins, 
other coins in a particular 
coinage system, or the coun­ 
try which issued the coins 
they collect. 
The book includes coins 
issued about 1850-1950 (other 
Western books cover earlier 
and later' periods I. 'One' sec­ 
tion advises new collectors 
how to learn a coin s issuing 
country, another shows 
dating systems and numbers 
different from ours. 


A. quick glance reveals 
that prices for some coins 
are risin g 
faster than 
catalo g s can keep up 
R em em ber th at ‘ book 
value" is an approximation, 
not a set. price list.

Western should use that 
paper for more books 
Some photographs are 


new; the photos generally 
are sharp and helpful for 
collectors using this book to 
identify their coins. 
Two books rate a look by 
every variety-collector. 
One is Alan Herbert s 
“The Official Guide To Mint 
Errors" (New York: House 
of Collectibles, Inc., 1974,176 
pp., $2.95). 
This deals mostly with 'the 
how-and-why of errors, and

variety collection The book 
is loaded with information;

glossary is 
illustrated. 
The other varieties book is 
the “ Major Variety And 
Oddity Guide," by Frank G. 
Spa done (Florence, Alab.;

It’s the sixth edition of the 
“V&O Guide," which lists in 
a catalog form at which 
varieties are known, from 
half-cents through gold 
coins. Spa done also provides 
some information about

My impression is that Her­ 
b e rt’s book 
will have 
s t r o n g e r 
a p p e a l for 
n u m i s m a t i s t s already 
interested in varieties, while 
Spadone s is better suited to 
casual collectors and begin­ 
ners. 
Both books have plenty of 
photographs that should be 
appreciated by collectors. 
Anyone who owns even a 
few error or oddity coins 
should at least browse 
hrough these books for a 
while.

ar does one thing pitilessly: 
It holds up, before the eyes 
of the society that is waging 
it, the essential reality on which that 
society is based. It is a cruel mirror, 
apparently as distorted as the mirrors 
in an amusement park, actually (on the 
long, cold glance) not distorted at all. 
I speak to you now from the world of 
my youth, at the time of the First World 
War. And what war showed us in 1916, 
for that and subsequent generations, 
was that the race had entrusted itself to 
a new belief. Its highest faith now was 
in the machine, rather than in the spirit; 
in the mechanical devices man's brain 
could invent rather than in the illimit­ 
able miracle that originally set that 
brain free to speculate, to plan, to 
dream and to hope. The only reality 
worth mentioning is the one that can be 
seen, touched, tinkered with, improved 
—or, at times, exploded. Get into the 


machine you have made and ride 
wherever it takes you. There is no other 
road to salvation; or to damnation 
either, if that makes any difference. 
In that year, 1916, I was a young 
prep-school senior in Benzonia, Mich. 
A prep-school senior is not well equip­ 
ped to follow such a line of thought to 
its proper conclusion, and anyway 
thirtgs are clearer now than they were 
then. About all I got out of it at the 
time was a general feeling that some­ 
thing was wrong somewhere, as if the 
rulés of the game had been changed 
without due notice. 
Dimly taking grotesque shape some­ 
where in the background, not yet really 
recognizable, was the one dismaying 
fact that governs our progress across 
the Sinai Desert of the modern world: 
We have set all our other qualities aside 
and have entrusted ourselves entirely 
to our mechanical ingenuity. Proud that 


we have escaped from age-old supersti­ 
tion, we have condemned ourselves to 
live in a world of our own creation, a 
world that we fondly believe has no 
mysteries. We are made helpless by our 
own omnipotence. 
The richest fruits of this began to be 
visible in the First World War, which 
shows perfectly what happens in a tech­ 
nician's world. Obviously, 
if your 
enemy stands in your path (as in war­ 
time he does) you want to destroy him, 
and if you are going to do that it is well 
to be thorough and businesslike, not to 
say scientific, about it. Instead of going 
at him with bare hands, clubs and stone 
knives you bring up the most ingenious 
and intricate destructive instruments 
your scientists and inventors can pro­ 
vide, and the only guideline to follow 
here is the idea that if you can just bring 
to bear on your enemy more of these 
things than he can bring to bear on you. 


you are going to win. All of this, of 
course, has to be done without re­ 
straint; if it is good to drop a ton of high 
explosive on your enemy, it is ever so 
much better to drop a thousand tons on 
him, and better still to multiply that by 
a factor of at least one hundred. In the 
end, if all goes well, you obliterate your 
opponents and all that remains is to go 
in and pick up the pieces. You are ab­ 
solutely certain to win provided you 
just wheel up enough machinery. 
The first trouble with this is that your 
enemy is wheeling up machinery as fast 
as you are; and the second trouble, 
which is much graver, is that this adds 
up to making war without doing any 
thinking about it—a sure road to di­ 
saster. The one thing that is clear now 
about the 1914 war is that mankind’s 
intelligence was in a coma. The brains 
that devised, ordered and persisted in

such offensives as those at Verdun, on 
the Somme, along the Che mi n des 
Dames and in front of Passchendaele 
were not, properly speaking, brains at 
all. There was a certain amount of ac­ 
tivity by the central nervous system, of 
course, and the purely mechanical prob­ 
lems involved in getting men and ma­ 
chines up to the point of action and 
removing the debris afterward—such 
debris as could be identified and picked 
up for salvage, that is—were handled 
quite smoothly, in the main. But to say 
that human intelligence was actively in­ 
volved in these matters is to talk obvi­ 
ous nonsense. The men who directed 
that war succeeded only in turning it 
into something nobody could win. They 
wrecked their own countries, made 
Europe practically uninhabitable for 
decades, and left the world doomed to 
fight another disastrous war simply to 
get out from under the wreckage left by 
the first one. Human stupidity has had 
no greater triumph. 
The full extent of this colossal mis­ 
management was not, of course, visible 
at the time. It was years before people 


would see what an incredible mess had 
been made of things. At the time we 
could only confess that what was going 
on resembled nothing that had ever 
happened before; we comforted our­ 
selves with the faith that something 
good would somehow come out of it 
all and that somebody somewhere must 
know what ought to be done. (That 
sentence contains four of those miser^ 
able 
uncertainty-words — something, 
somehow, somebody and somewhere— 
and on due reflection 1 think I will leave 
them, there. We were uncertain, and the 
uncertainty was not confined to a pre­ 


paratory-school campus in northern 
Michigan, either.) 
What was really bothering us was a 
point that might have been 
clear 
enough if we had known how to iden­ 
tify it. The world had simply gone 
awtioring after false gods. Having com­ 
mitted itself to them it had to go where 
they took it, and this was bound to lead 
to confusion, because of all the gods 
man has ever worshiped, the most com­ 
pletely inscrutable are the ones that 
stand behind the altars in the age of 
applied technologies. They give man 
the illusion that he at last controls his 


own destiny; he becomes able to re­ 
shape his physical surroundings as he 
sees fit; he discovers that at last he can 
produce more than enough of every­ 
thing to go around, and unhappily he 
fails to see that among the things of 
which he can produce a blessed abun­ 
dance are intolerable woes. What pro­ 
tected man in the old days was his 
awareness that there were things he just 
could not do. That awareness is gone, 
and if in its departure it took with it the 
last barrier on the road to the bottom­ 
less pit, we shall probably find out 
about that in due time. Man knows now 
that if he tries hard enough he can do 
anything he wants to do—fly through 
the air, leave the planet altogether, 
create life out of sea foam and sand 
(well, those aren't exactly the ingredi­ 
ents, but they are near enough) and un­ 
lock the power that holds the eternal 
mountains above the plain. By the un­ 
formulated tenets of his new religion, 
what he can do he must do. The one 
impossibility now is to turn back, or to 
go at half speed. This machine (to 
repeat) operates only at full speed. 
Unfortunately, it 
cannot be steered.

Eye Specialists: Who Are 
They? What Do 
They Do? 


You need to see an eye 
doctor. To whom do you go? 
Ophthalmologist, oculist, 
optometrist, optician? Who's 
who? What’s what? There is 
a difference. First, there is the 
ophthalmologist or oculist 
(both words refer to the same 


specialty), who specializes in 
diseases of the eye. Both 
these men are MD’s. In addi­ 
tion, they examine a person’s 
eyes to determine if he needs 
glasses. This exam is called 
refraction. Also, while exam­ 
ining for glasses, the con­ 
scientious ophthalmologist 
will test for glaucoma. It is a 


simple, painless and impor­ 
tant test that only takes 
minutes. These eye doctors 
give 'you a prescription' for 
eyeglasses that the optome­ 
trist or optician can fill. This 
brings us to the next O—the 
optometrist He is also trained 


to do refraction. If the 
optometrist notices condi­ 
tions in the eyes that need 
treatment, he refers the 
patient to the ophthalmolo­ 
gist. The optometrist de­ 
termines what glasses are 
necessary, makes them and 
fits them. (Mote: Frames 
should also be properly fitted, 
so that the pupils are looking 
through the proper portion of 
the lenses.) The final O is the 
optician. An optician does not 
examine the eyes at all. He 
only grinds and fits eye­ 
glasses according to the 
prescriptions that are given 
to him. But he is just as quali­ 
fied as the optometrist to fit 
eyeglasses.

Don’t put your boss in a posi­ 
tion where he may have to 
ignore you in order to main­ 
tain his own standing. 4) 
When you do disagree, use 
ail the tact you can. Telling 
the boss, “You’ve overlooked 
this . . . ” of “I guess you’ve 
never heard o f . . . ” is sure 
to get his back up. Phrases 
like, “Might it be useful to 
find out. . . ” or "You’re right. 
Should we also consider... ” 
are much more practical ways 
to tell the boss the truth.

1. Snip stems off figs and cut figs in 
small pieces with scissors. Place in 
medium saucepan; add milk. Bring to 
boiling. Reduce to moderate heat and 
cook, stirring, until mixture becomes 
thick and jam like, about 15 minutes.
